Railroad. Employs Flyer to 
Make Survey of Plane 
Transportation Needs. 


The Missour! Pacific Railroad 
today announced the appointment 
of Linton Roberts, aeronautical «x- 
pert and former army pilot, 4s 
acronautical engineer, preparatory 
to establishing aerial transporte- 
tion in the Southwest as soon iis 
conditions warrant, : 

The railroad has purchased a 
Travel-Air biplane, to be used by 
Roberts and HB. H. McReynolds. 
publicity director for the railroad, 
in making a comprehensive sur- 
vey of aerial transportation needs 
and natural facilities in the terri- 
tory served by the Missouri Pa- 
cific. The plane will be flown to 
Lambert Field from Wichita, Kan., 
next Monday. 

With the appointment of Rob- 
erts and the purchase of the plane, 
the Missouri Pacific becomes the 
first railroad in the United States 
to enter actively on @& program 
leading up to the incorporation ef 
aerial transportation in its busi- 
| ness. Other ratlroads, notably the 
Pennsylvanig and the Banta Fe, 
‘have arranged to interchange pas- 
sengers Sunder air-rail programa, 
but in each instances the aerial 
end of the arrangement is In the 
hands of separate aerial transpor- 
tation companies. 

Realizing the probable necessity 
of entering the aerial transporta- 
tion business at some future time, 
McReynolds last year took a course 
in flying at Lambert Field, to 
familiarize himself with the me- 
chanics of aeronautics. Roberts, 
an instructor for the Von Hoffman 
Flying School, taught him to fly 
and McReynolds’ esteem for his 
former instructor is shown through 
Roberts’ appointment as an execu- 
tive in the Missour! Pacific organi- 
zation. 

McReynolds and Roberts plan to 
spend much time in the air this 
summer making their survey and 
gathering data. The results of 
their survey will determine the 
time when the Missouri Pacific 
will add aif travel to its transpor- 
tafmn systen 

Before entering into the aerial 
transportation business, it is ex- 
pected that additional planes will 
> purchased for executives of the 
company who now spend much of 
their time on trains. The first 
plane has been decorated in Mis- 
sourl Pacifiea cdélors, yellow wings 
rnd brown fuselage, with the com- 
pany seals displayed on the wings. 
The same color scheme will be fol- 
lowed On subsequent planes pur- 
chased by the railroad.

Survey Discloses Gains in 
Nearly All Wholesale Lines 
in District Last Month. 


The monthly report of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis, 
concerning business activity in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, 
Which was made putlic today, dis- 
closes that the pragluction and dis- 
tribution of merchandise continued 


on a large scale, although the 
volume of retail trade in depart- 
ment stores was slightly smaller 
than that in February, 1928. 

In a majority of wholesale lines 
investigated, sales were larger than 
in the corresponding period of last 
year or the year b<¢fore, and the 
gains extended to eeveral impor- 
tant classifications, including boots 
and shoes, clothing, automobiles, 
meat packing, drugs and chemicals. 
Substantial gains were recorded by 
five-and-ten-cent stores, chain 
stores and mail order houses. 

The improvement in the iron 
and steel-industry which started 
in January continued through 
February and early March, accord- 
ing to the report. Plants specializ- 
ing in railroad castings and manu- 
facturing materials were especially 
active. 

Greater activity also was noted 
in the copper and lead industries, 
and, in a lesser degree, in certain 
other of the nonferrous metals. 
There was; no appreciable change 
in the building material situation. 

Passenger and freight car orders 
placed by railroads in the Eighth 
District showed an appreciable in- 
crease Over the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1928. Automobile sales 
scored a remarkable increase and 
farm implement and stove manu- 
facturers reported moderate gains, 
With prospects for spring business 
good. 

Consumption of electrical power 
by industries showed an increase 
over a month and a year earlter, 
and permits for building censtruc- 
tion, while smaller than for Feb- 
ruary, 1928, were 20 per cent great- 
er than the January total. 

The bituminous coal trade was 
aided substantially by the cold 
weather. Fuel for heating pur- 
poses was in active demand and the 
movement from mines was heavy. 
Average price levels were slightly 
higher.
